“There Is No Recicivat Againes Skis” 


One of the busiest sections of the world today, if, indeed, not the busiest, 
these prairie provinces of Canada. From early morning until late: at | 
night, men and wonien, too, not by tens of thousands alone but hundreds of | 
thousands, will he exgaged in harvesting the great grain crops of the West. 
Tens of tholisands of helpers from Eastern Canada and the Pacific coast are 
here to help in the huge task. Thousands of horses and millions of dollars 
wort! of machinery are being employed. It is a time of hard work, but it 1s 
also a time of satisfaction as the results of a year's toil aré garnered. 

The very magnitude of the task, and the large numbers of people engag- 
ed, call for the taking of precatitions against accidents. “Safety First” should 
be the motto of all. As a writer in the American Red Cross Courier says, 
there is no argument against safety. “No one ever heard of safety filling hos- 
pitals or graves, or destroying property, or resulting fn loss of any kind: It 
is the failure to exercise due cautio. that causes these disasters. 

Not a year passes but the annual Western harvest takes its toll of life, 
qi otheys crippled and maimed for life, of property destroyed. The practice 
of “Safety First” will prevent most of these calamities. 

Millions of acres of ripened grains and grasses present untold possibili- 
ties of loss if every care is not exercised to prevent fires from starting. Once 
started there is no telling to what awful dimensions they may spread, result* 
ing in loss not only of crops but of hemes and other possessions and possibly

Helping The 


Dairy Industry. 


Problem of Feed Largely Solved by 
Sunflower Ensilage 
That the prairie provinces of Can- 
*ada have, probably, solved thelr main 
dairying proolem, is the opinion of the 
Frankfort, Indiana, News, Their dif- 
ficulty, due to the comparatively short 
summer season and the Jength and 
severity of the winter, has hitherto 
been the production of enough food, of 
the class called roughage, to carry 
their dairy herds through the winter. 
Late frosts in the spring, and early 
frosts in the fall, generally catch corn 
both going and coming. In the search 
for substitutes better suited for clima- 
tie conditions, experiments with sun- 
flowers appear to have brought better 
results. »% 

After observations in various Jocall- 
Ues in the far nerthwest, the Dominion 
department of agriculture feels itself 
justified in assuring farmers that from 
twenty to twenty-five tons of sun- 
flower ensilage can be grown on a 
‘tingle acre of ground, and also that 
this is sufficiently gich in protein to 
maké a first-class feed. The seed is 
drilled. in rows close together so that 
the stalks grow tall and slender-and 
are thus tender and succulent when 
cut for ensilage. Much of it, too, car- 
ries’ seed In the flowers that add to 
the food value. r 

Alberta is now endeavoring to build 
up its dairy industry -under the. stimu- 
lus of the sunflower experiments. 
Doubts expressed, however, over the 
long season When feeding is required, 
as this may render dairying unprofit- 
able except for convenient domestic 
marke(s or home consumption.

An interesting feature 
of the district is that Wollaston Lake 
covering nearly 1,000 square miles and 
over 60 feet deep lies on a summit 
and has two large outlets, Fond du 
Lac River draining to Lake Athabasca 
and thence to the Arctic Ocean>and

Was Guest of Missionaries, Traders, 
Indians and Eskimos 

After journeying thousands of miles, 
which carried him tnto the farther- 
most regions of Canada’s horthern 
hinterland, His Excellency Baron 
Byng, Gov ernor@eheral of Canada, 
has returned to civilization, 

It was the first time thaf such a 
trip had been udfdertaken by any 
governor-general, of the dominion, 
-j}and, during the long trip, the. party 
encountered much of the hardship 
experienced by the scattered popula- 
tion of the north. country, ‘obtained a 
keener appreciation of the vastness 
and possibilities of the Dominion, and 
came into personal contact with na- 
tive Eskimos, Indians and members of 
missionary and trading outposts. 

At Aklavik, Barort Byng inspected 
the principa: buildings and chatted 
with members of the tiny settlement. 
He visited the outlying regions and 
stopped at un Eskimo fishing camp 
near Kittigaruit. The governor-gen- 
eral’s appearance was a complete sur- 
prise to the natives, but they were 
equal to the occasion, and after greet- 
ing him in their pe¢uliar fashion, they 
entertained their visitors at a break- 
fast of fish and tea. Speeches of
